ENGLISH EDUCATION EXHIBITION, 


Sik.—The list of Jewish Exhibits which appeared in the last number of 
the Jewish CiikunicLe does not contain any reference to the specimens of 
work which are exhibited by the “ Workro ms of the Jewish Board of 
Guardians,’ Your reporter may have thought that the Jewish Section contained 
everything sent by Jewish Institutions, and thus others may have escaped his 
attention, as the articles sent by the “‘ Workrooms" were not placed in that 
Section. I ask your courtesy to permit me through your columns to give the 
reason for this. The Workrooms Committee delegated me to take steps to 
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obtain sufficient space at the forthcoming Exhibition, and I first communicated 
with Dr, Adler and Mr. Cecil Sebag Montefiore with a view to co-operation 
with their Committee. who were entrusted with the organization of the Jewish 
Schools Section. 
later on, however, [ ascertained from the Exhibition Committee that the 
scope of Dr. Adler's Committee (as well as all other denominational Com- 
mitteces) was limited to the work of Elementary Schools, and the articles 
)roposed to be exhibited by the Workrooms could not be so classed. 
was advised, however, to endeavour to make some arrangement with the 
Technical Education Board of the London County Council, and subsequently, 
by the courtesy of Dr. William Garnett, all the articles sent by the “ Work 
rooms” were added to the London Technical Education Exhibit.

KXTRACT FROM THE OFFICIAL CATALOGUE, 
An exhibit differing somewhat in its character from that of the Schools and Technical 
Institutes in the collection of work submitted by the Board of Guardians for the Relief of 
the Jewish Poor. 
_ The workrooms are a department of this Board, established for the purpose of 
instructing poor young Jewish girls in one or more of the following : 
1, Gold, silver, and worsted (or military) embroidery. — 
2. Satin stitch embroidery. | 
3, Plain needlework. 
The department is administered by a Sub-Committee of the Board, and is supported 
contributions. Premises, heating, etc., are provided by the Board free 
of charge. 
The girls inthe Military Embroidery Section are apprenticed to the Committee for 
four years, and are paid wages from 2s, weekly during the first six months, and rising 
periodically to 5s.6d. weekly for the last year. | 
In the other sections the girls are apprenticed for two years with weekly wages, 
2s. for the first six months, 2s 6d. for the second six months, and 3s. 6d. for the 
second year. 
The plain needlework is taught rather for home us? than for trade purposes. Girls 
who have been apprenticed in the other sections have in most cases found regular employ- 
ment in their respective trades at the expiration of their indentures.

KOSHER KITCHEN THE GERMAN) HOSPITAL. 

Sik,—A movement, little known, perhaps, to the community generally, but 
one the ultimate ettects of which will be of lasting benefit to the health of 
many of our poorer coreligionists, is’ languishing and unable to reach its goal 
for the need of an amount of very sheht proportions. 

The governing body of the Germin Hospital, one of the few institutions 
in London in which the foreign Jews have confidence and to which they repair 
when in need of medical advice, have welcomed the suggestion that a Kosher 
Kitchen should be provided for its Jewish inmutes. Funds have been raised. 
An anonymous donor has munificently endowed the scheme with an income of 
V4 per annum in perpetuity, in order to provide for the expenses of the 
Kitchen, but a small balance necessary before building operations can be com- 
menced is stijl required. This sum could, I believe, be easily obtained if those 
who are unable to subscribe guineas and half-guineas were encouriged to forward 
smaller amounts, and I venture to appeal through your columns to that large 
body of Jews who are not accustomed to appear in subscription lists, but whexe 
shillings, if they only respond in sufficient numbers, will enable a Kosher Kitchen 
to be established on a firm and impregnable basis. | 

sefore concluding, I might state that it continually’ happens that the 
recovery of Jewish patients inthe hospital is retarded, and sometimes even 
prevented, by their repugnance to trifa food. [ understand that there are two 
adults in the Institution at present who are sacrificing their chances of recovery 
to their desire to observe the dietary laws. while one other case has come under 
my notice, that of a child of six, whose mother, when visiting him recently, 
asked him what he had for dinner. The child’s reply was: ‘ [ have had no 
dinner, mother; I cannot eat trifa.”

{HE CHARITY VOTING SYSTEM. 


Sik,—Reading in your paper about the evils of the voting system, I should 
like to point out that there never was a good without an evil in one way or 
another, and I suppose it is the same with the Jews Hospital and Orphan 
Asylum. [am quite certain that if the voting was done away with, there would 
be a great falling off in the income. I can speak not only tor myself, but for 
others, When the East London Orphan Aid Society started I joined at Id. 
per week, Some time aftera friend wanted to get ina child, and to assist I 
raised my subscription to 10s. bd. per year, and a great many others do the same.

Sir,—This interesting contribution appearing in the recent issues of your 
journal is worthy of more than passing notice, providing as it does further 
material for that much-to-be-desired “ Modern Jewish Biography.” 

It is to be regretted, however, that its compiler has not thought fit to treat the 
subject more exhaustively, selecting his material from a greater diversity of 
authorities, and thus enhancing the value of his work. The nationality of his 
subjects is almost exclusively German, exce})! in the brief introduction, where 
a few Sephardic physicians of the Middle Ages are mentioned. 

The brief biographies are in themselves excellent, but essential data and the 
list of authorities made use of in compilation are wanting. In some instances 
the persons are mere nonentities. their careers are of trifling interest and would 
not be included even in the most exhaustive work. In fact I consider | am 
justified in claiming that the «missions are of more importance and general 
interest than the admissions. Thus the lives of Schombere and Van Oven 
might with advantage have been substituted for those of David Assur and 
rnest Abram. 

We seek in vain forsuch familiar name as Castro, Leon, Mendes. Pereira, or 
Sarmento. Even to justify the use of the qualifying “modern” in the title why 
not have included Oanstatt, Jonas, Freund, or Isaac Sequera ! 

Therefore, although the contribution is most welcome, it very inadequately 
represents the scope and interest of the subject. Further articles from the. 
same pen, completing the work begun, will, it 1s to be hoped, be forthcoming,

ZIONISM AND THE COLONISATION OF PALESTINE, 

Sik,—Zionists of all shades of opinion will clad to learn of the 
transference by Baron de Rothschild of bis colonies to the Jewish Colonisation 
Association. IT never expected gvreat things in the way of colonisation in 
Palestine so long as the system was on a charitable basis. If agriculture and 
industry can be profitably pursued avai in the land of our fathers, then capital 
should not be wanting to help the needy of ourrace. Conducted on commercial 
principles, with ample funds and expert and skilful overseers, the experiment 
will at least get a fair chance, and, [ fervently trust, will ultimately prove 
successful, 

Now, what about the, Chovevi Zion and ZAiomsts’ The changing 
of the stewardship of the Rothschild Colonies will certainly not damp their 
ardour, and subscribers to Zionist Associations under various desivaations 
will continue their contributions. But they will expect something fruitful to 
grow out of all this. In the world of commerce and industry we. as a race, are 
very active and practical, but since the commencement of this movement we 
have done nothing but talk. {f venture to assert that within the last ten years 
more speeches have been made for Zion than single sovereigns paid into the 
various treasuries. ‘That the condition of our brethren in Eastern Europe and 
other parts of the world necessitates energetic action in the way of emivration, 
philanthropists of such different calibre as the late Baron de Hirsch, Baron de 
Rothschild, Colonel Goldsmid and Dr, Herzl have been convinced. The mass 
of the Jews—those poor, able and willing workers possessed of all the qualities 
tending to make good artisans—are desirous, nay, are imploring us to find them 
a home, where they may be allowed to earn their bread in peace. In recent 
years large numbers found an asylum in America, and many have swelled the 
already crowded cities of Western Europe. But the economic conditions will 
not allow of this state of things being continued. 

I know my coreligionists well, and would fain do aught to help their’ 
advancement and betterment. Without being over enthusiastic, studying 
deeply and thinking hard fcr many years I clearly foresaw that if Jews were 
allowed to develop Palestine—without clamouring for a Jewish State—therein 
is our salvation. The country is suitable for us, we with our passionate love for 
the land, with our eagerness to work unmolested, are well fitted for the purpose. 
For the sake of the helpless masses, who of necessity must leave the country of 
their birth, and in the interests of those living happily under favourable con- 
ditions, it is essential that no effort is spared in obtaining the permission and 


enlisting the assistance of the Porte to develop Palestine by our brethren, What- 


ever the attitude of the Ottoman Government towards their Christian subjects, 
the Jews of that country are well treated, and colonisation proper, if not 
encouraged, has been allowed to proceed. Since the dispersion, our people have 
never turned towards Zion so sincerely and so unanimously as at present, and 
the Zionist movement has never before been so well favoured. The wealthy, 
cultured and sympathetic have been roused to their duties. We have now two 


rich corporations for colonising purposes, besides minor commercial concerns 
for the distribution and sale of the produce of the land. Now the time'is rife 


for all the different sections of Zionists to combine and act in unison to obtain 

the necessary concessions from the Turkish Government. Let Herzlites 

abandon their talk of a State, and let all descend to the practical. The Jewish 

Colonisation Association, once satisfied that. agriculture can be profitably 
ursued by Jews in Palestine, and realising the preferment of the majority of 
ews for the land of their fathers, will yield to the popular wish,

Park Street, Cheetham, Manchester, and is now in his 27th year. He received 
his education at the Manchester Jews School, and as a boy was distinguished 
by his fondness for games involving activity and some amount of risk also.

Amongst the numerous special artist correspondents engaged in chronicling 

the incidents of the South African campaign is a young Hebrew, Mr. David 
Barnett Isaacs (son of Mr. J. Isaacs, jeweller. Brynmawr, South Wales), who is 
at the front representing Black and White. He is now on the Eastern border 
with Sir Redvers Buller, and the pages of the illustrated journat to which he 
contributes literally teem with striking pictures and vivid photographs of war 
scenes, many of which must have been taken at great personal risk and danger 
to life and limb. An elder brother to the subject under notice, the late Mr. 
Joseph Barnett Isaacs, who acted in a like capacity for Black and White through 
the long and trying Matanele War, succeeding Mr. C, A. Sheldon, the well-known 
arti-t, Was the first to employ with any degree of success the camera on the 
field of action, and his example has since been very geuerally followed. The 
hardships he suffered in that campaign, together with the effect of exposure of 
the veldt, combined however thoroughly to undermine his constitution, and left 
him in a precarious state of health.

mY OUR CHEV RA REPORTER, 

The excitement occasioned by the outbreak of hostilities in South Africa 
among East End Jews is still as great to-day as it was when war first bevan, 
Besides the fact that there are hundred of families having relatives in South 
Africa, especially in the Transvaal, a fair number of Jewish soldiers at the 
There are few, if Little Englanders” 
amongst the foreign Jewish population, and the general opinionis that England 
must win and that Jews must pray for her success in gratitude for the freedom 
enjoyed in this country. It is, therefore, not surprising that in many a 
Chevra synagogue, a chapter of * Tehilim ° is specially chanted. This sympathy 
is not merely lip-loyalty. No sooner was the Soldiers Widows and Orphans 
Fund opened by the Lord Mayor, than East End Jews set about collecting as 
much as was possible. Committees were formed, and even at weddings, Bris 
Milahs and Confirmations, the Fund was not forgotten, to the detriment of the 
Talmud Torahs and other East End charitable institutions. In the task of 
swelling the Fund, the Friendly Societies take a leading part. Collections 
were and still are being made at meetings, and in order to reach the absent 
members, circulars are issued asking for donations. Besides the voluntary con- 
tributions, sums were votedfrom the societies’ funds. Long before the Queen 
commanded the special collections, the minor synagogues decided upon sending 
their mite to the Chief Magistrate. These manifestations are all the more 
noteworthy considering the widespread distress now prevailing in the East End. 
year provisions and slackness In trade have not lightened the burden, but, not- 
withstanding all this, the Ghetto Jews have given cheerfully and willingly 
towards the fund raised for the succour of “ the little thinys” left behind by 
those who are fighting for England’s honour and vlory. |

THE LATE DR. MARTINEAU. 


AN APPRECIATION. 


At the patriarchal age of ‘5, the Rev. Dr. James Martineau, foremost among 
religious teachers in the present century, and one of the most distinguished of 
England's grand old men, has been gathered to his rest during the past week. 
It has been a remarkable life from every point of view, which has thus drawn 
peacefully to its close. There was something almost plienomenal in the 
strenuous activity which covered the best part of the nineteenth century, At an 
ave when most men have finished their life's work this intellectual 
Titan was still in the zenith of his powers, which continued almost 
unimpaired until a year or two ago. And not less exceptional was 
the influence for good which he wielded over successive generations of thinkers, 
and the reverence in which he was held by the followers of various schools of 


thought. People admired the splendid attainments of the man, but they were 


specially attracted by his lofty character. He presented the very ideal of a 
religious teacher. With wide learning and zealous industry, he combined the 
qualities of a profound thinker, a fine spiritual insight, and a disposition that 
without exaggeration may be described as saintly. It was impossible that the 
world should not be deeply influenced by so many-sided a character, so versatile 


-agenius. There was something even of the ancient seer about the grand old 


man. who saw farther into spiritual realities than ordinary humanity, because he 
lived a life of constant religious endeavour which was elevated high above the 
aims by which most lives are bounded. 

* Although he belonged to a Christian body, he may be said to have exercised 
The thoughtful section of English 
Jews, even those who had not the privilege of his personal friendship, were 
often to be found among that intellectual circle of seekers after truth who 
listened to those never-to-be-forgotten sermons that were preached in the Little 
Portland Street Chapel more than thirty yearsago. But the larger number of 
us only knew the man through his writings, and it is their impression upon 
Jcwish minds that may appropriately be described on the orcasion of the death 
of their author. 

Judaism is, of course, something very different from Unitarianism. Yet 
Jewish readers of Martineau could not help feeling that they had much in 
common with him; that their agreement with him was more essential than the 
points in which they dissented from him. These points of agrbement were both 
negative and positive. He and we agreed in rejecting the supernatural claims of 
Jesus; we were equally opposed to all materialistic systems ; the fatherhood of 
God preseated itself to the Jew and the Unitarian in substantially the same light. 
What Jew, for instance, would not subscribe to every word in a passage like the 
following, which occurs in the introduction to one of his volumes’ It 


would be hard to reproduce in more exact language the religion of the Psalmists: 


and Prophets of Israel, and their successors, the Jewish Rabbins :— — 


Philosophers and critics spend a curious ingenuity in substituting neuter abstracts for 
the ancient personal names of * Tne Living (:0d” To them the thing denoted is “ The 
Infinite,” The Eternal,” * Toe Unkaoowa ble,” “ The Stream of l'endency,” ‘ The Aggre- 
gate o! Unchangeable Law,” and no longer “Toe Creator and Laspirer of Man,” ‘‘ The 
Father in Heaven,” “ The Judge of all the EKarth,” “The Holy One,” “ The Searcher of 
Hearts.” To me, I confess, Religion in its very essence is a contcious relation between the 
human I’ersonality and the Divine, and had I, from change of conviction, to relinquish 
this relation as imaginary, I should fee! bound to surrender the vocabulary of Religion to 
those who retained its essence, and to make the best [ could of the unsanctitied ethics 
that remained. 


_ A passage like this in a sense strikes the keynote of his religious teaching, 


Nothing could exceed the intensity of his consciousness of God as a liviny 


power, ruling the hearts of men. He asks in an address on‘ Life According to 
the Pattern of the Heavens” :— 


‘Can it be denied that the deep sense of (:.413a haintiog accompaniment of the 


deepest and grandest men?’—that, however it may co-exist with weakuess, aad absent 


itself without forfeiture of a cortain stormy force, it is ever inseparable from the large 
and balanced soul, the spring at once of tenderness and strength? Whatever is wise or 
strong or loving enough in this world to outlast the changes of human admiration will be 
found to have the tincture of intense Faith.”’ 

The basis of such Faith, according to Martineiu, is moral intuition. 


“The moral intuition (he observes in his great work, “ The Seat of Authority in 
Religion") exists; and the atheistic universe vanishes before its face. We kaow our- 
selves to be living under command, and with freedom to give or withhold obedience, and 
this | fts us at once into diviae relations, and connects us with One supreme in the 
distinguishi:g glories of personal existence, wisdom, justice, holiness, We have only to 
open and read te credentials of conscience, and this discovery bursts upon us at once. 
That sense of authority which pervades vur moral nature, and tempers it with a silent 
reverence, places us under that which is higher than we, which has claims on our 
personality and hovers over it, and keeps near its problems with transcendent presence. 
But the world of nature and outward phenomena has in it nothing that is thus super- 
human, nor can matter or force, with their liaear necessities and predetermined tracks of 
succesrive efforts, give the free spirit its alternative law. And the world of humanity, 
however rich in sdints and heroes who are above you and me, and may well discipline our 
hearts to homage, is here all in the same case with us, and bends low before the same 
vision. Seeing, then, that the impersonal cannot morally rule the personal, and that over 
living spirit nuthing short of living spirit greater in elevation can wield authority, what 
remains but that we recognise the communiun of a divine Visitant, and accept the light of 


conscience as no longer an unmeaniog phusphorescence of our own nature, but as the 
revealing and appealiag ivok of 


Nor must it be supposed that because this great thinker does not attach 
the same sanctity to Revelation as we Jews, he therefore discards its authority 
altogether. Here isa passage from the same work, in the chapter on “ Revealed 
and Apocalyptic Religion,’ which shows that his reverence for the Bible as an 
inspired work is only inferior to that which is felt by the Jew :— 

“It is objected, however, that, if the range of revealed religion is simply co-extensive 
with that of human intuition, it is superfluous: fcr, if God himself brings his living 
Spirit to every soul, there cam hardly be room for the mediation of prophets to plead in 
his stead. If @ private revelation be given to each uf us, what occasion is left for any 
historical revelation at all? Is not the whole function of the inspired messenger to give 
us what else we could not find? If he never ascend beyond the resources given to our 
humanity at large, an! can never authenticate to us any tidings from the further darkness, 


| 


which he 


is not his occupation gone ? Not so, if we only consider how all human culture, spiritual 
as well as natural, hangs upon the inequality of souls; and as the child depends upon the 
parent, and the sick lean upon healthy, so too the weak conscience is lifted by the strong, 
and the dim-sighted grow towards the sphere of more luminous natures, and the faint whisper 
ef a pure inspiration in the inmost vault of the soul wakes up with answering resource 
and swells and comes out into the air in presence of a fuller tone..... The prophet 
like the poet, is he for whom the creative hour has come upon the inner world, and the word 
has been passed‘ Letthere be Light !'and beneath the vernal sky and the soft breath of a 
season of the soul that never wanes, every possibility of beauty is nourished at the root, and 
the divinest secrets burstinto bloom..... The prophet then still has his speciality, how- 
ever simply, in the higher intensity of a grace common to our humanity. He is himeelf 
the subject of a real revelation, i.¢., of an immediate action of the Divine Spirit upon his 
own. And he is the occasion of a real revelation to others, by putting them into suecepti- 
bility for like immediate unveiling of God. 3 


But there is no end to the quotations one could make from a writer who was 
as extensive as he was profound. Although his “ Types of Ethical Theory ” is 
a bigger and greater work than that from which we have just quoted, the student 
will probably gain a clearer idea of Martineau's religious views—so far as they 
can be gained from any single work of his—from the smaller book. One 
particularly suggestive chapter in it for a Jewish reader is that entitled “ God in 
History,” from which, in conclusion, we quote the following passage of specifically 
Jewish interest :— 


Different in every way, and ethically far higher, has been the function intrusted to 
the Hebrew rac>, viz., to live upon the earth for thousands of years, whether in society or 
in long exile, as subjects of an immutable justice and mercy, and bear an unswerving 
witness to the moral government of the world. As the Greek interfused the divine 
essence through the cosmic space, so did the Jew follow the divine footsteps down the 
tracks of historic time, and make the course of history a highway for his God. 
But how tenaciously the great idea of continuous historical development was held 
as the key to the prcvidential plan, is evident from the comparisons by 
illustrates the course of humavity on our earth. It is like the 
order of the seasons, which cannot be inverted, but must pass through its regulated round ; 
or like the successive births of child after child to the same mother, till the family is 
complete, and the organism of relations constitutes a moral whole Who can deny, that 
this theory, fairly carried out, must foster a temper at once prospective and humane - 
With the living God to lead them on, the c2nturies must brighten as they roll, or, {if a 
darkness broods over them, must burst into ficher sunshine after the passing storm. The 
golden time, the perfection of society, the purity and beauty of humanity, lie inthe future, 
not in the past; and life is to be spent, not in sighs of regret, but in the joy of hope, and 
the power of faith. But this grand and profound conception, the unity of God, descends 
upon the fragments of the world, and passes through the c nilicts of time, flinging its 
embrace around alienated men, and fastening the separated links of history.

The Situation in Algeria. 


OUR CORRESPONDENT. 


ORAN, 12TH JANUARY, 1900, 


New Year's Day has come and with it the usual visits to the authorities, 
The visit of the Municipal Council of Algiers to the Governor (M, Laferri:re) 
is interesting, as throwing a light on the pusillanimity and ingratitude of the 
anti-Semites, All the Councillors owe their political existence to the runaway 
agitator, Max Régis, who dragged them into the Council from the obscurity in 
which they had hitherto lain. Their President is a M. Mercier. the self-same 
person who was imprisoned for twenty days for insulting the Prefect (M. 
Lutaud). ‘The repentant nature, or the ingratitude, or the opportunism of this 
gentleman's address may be gathered from the Governor's reply : 

_.“Tam surprised,” said M. Laferri¢re, “to hear you, M. Mercier, assuring me 
of your attachment to the Republic, to its Ministers and to the Governor of 
Algeria. I have heard that you have addressed a telegram to Régis in the 
name of the Municipal Counce), in which you deeply insult the Republic and 
its Ministers. You must be aware, or, if not, please note now, that Régis is 
nothing but a common felon, who has fled frem justice, ere | 

Mercier’s meek reply was: “ We well know what you say, but what has 
reached your ears was only the echo of a small family fete. You can rely on us 
as true Republicans, and at the same time assure the President of the Council, 
M, Waldeck-Rousseau, of our profound respect.” 

_ The Councillors subsequently retired, but without the customary “) bas les 
Juifs,” and without « word in favour of their quondam leader, The receptions 
continued, and were decidedly notable for the frequency with which the word 


_ “appeasement ” was used. Undoubtedly, pacification ts in the air, and a period . 


of caim has set_in for the colony in general and the Jews in particular. 

The Max Régis of Oran—Paul Bidaine—is back again in town. He is a 
much disappointed man, His anti-Jewish friends promised him valuable posts 
on their accession to power, but failed to keep their promise. It inay be that to 
this cause 1s due the remarkable volte face noticeable in the leading article of the 
first issue of the new paper which he has started. Inthe course of the article he 
remarks: ‘ We have found in the proceedings at the Haute Cour that the shout 
of ‘i; bas les Juifs’ means for many, ‘Down with the Republic. I therefore 

ropo-e that the Republicans should no longer give utterance to the cry. In my 
ong career of faithfulness to the anti-Semitic cause I have found that those who 
cry‘: bas les Juifs’ most are quite incapable of saying anything else.  Berides, 
the Jewish question occupies too much of our time. Let us work at other ques- 
tions which are of greater interest to Algeria than the Jewish one.’ M. Bidaine’s 
paper isenjoying a wide circulation, but, though free from.the usual repulsive 
comments upon things Jewish, it cuonot boast many Jewish subseribers. 

Oran has followed with deep and painful iiterest the trial of a number of 
mere lads for supposed participation in the sacking by Anarchists of a church 


‘in Paris. The principal boy accused was a Jewish lad of 17, named Fred, Benhaim, 
who was the hero of a striking scene which took place at the Lycee in July, 


1897. The anti-Semitic winds were blowiny a gale at the time. Jews engaged 
in liberal careers found themselves deserted by their clients: and those in 
business were suffering severely from the boycott organised ayainst the com- 
munity. .. Most unwisely the anti-Semitic Mayor of the town was appointed to 
preside over the distribution of prizes at the National Lycce, witn the inevitable 
consequence that the anfi-Jewish press suggested to the Mayor that he xhould 


not publicly hand prizes to any Jew who might be so fortunate as to receive one. 
Public excitement ran high when the hour of the distribution arrived. 

The ceremony opened with the usual speeches, and then the Head Master 
proceeded to read out the list of prize winners. He began in a loud voice: 
“Scholarship awarded by the Municipal Council, Fred. Benhaim ; * First Prize 
awarded by the Mayor,’ Fred. Benhaim: “ Tableau d'honneur,” Fred. Benhaim 

An indescribable scene ensued, and applause rang again and again through’ 
the building, broken by hisses from thé anti-Semites present. Poor youny 
Benhaim, nervous and trembling, mounted the platform to receive his rewards. 
while a deep hush fell upon the gathering. What would the Mayor do! He 
was visibly hesitating, torn between his love of fair play and his anti- 
Jewish feeling. Hitherto he had stood for hatred and intolerance; before 
him stood the lad who represented intellect and progress. A few shouts of 
“no, no,’ broke the silence, but his manler sentiments gaining the 
upper hand, the Mayor stretched his hand towards the youth, and 
banding him his prizes, exclaimed, “ Monsieur Benhaim, I am pleased to 
congratulate you.” This Benhaim was the chief defendant at the trial to which 
| have referred. His attitude at the trial was most correct. He explained how 
he had come to Paris to enter the National Stbhool for Engineers; how he had 
successfully passed the necessary examination. He was near the sacked church 
at the time of the disturbances, and was coming out of a friend's house when 
he was suddenly pounced upon by the police and arrested. All bis 
teachers testified in Court that they could not for a’moment believe that 
Benhaim was capable of the offence with which he wascharged. The Attorney- 
General, however, persisted in the persecution, and actually went on to demand 
a heavier sentence in his case, on the ground that he was a Jew, to which 
Benhaim replied: ‘ As a Jew, and particularly as an Algerian Jew, I have 
suffered too much from religious intolerance not to wish most heartily for 
liberty and respect for allcreeds. Pleaseremember Monsieur Is Avocat-General 
that you are speaking (pointing with his arm towards a crucifix) before Christ 
and that he also was a Jew.” | 

A, severe sentence was nevertheless pronounced, Poor Benhaim tried to 
commit suieide when the verdict was read out, and he is now, consequently, 
being carefully watched. Its significant, however, that of the tw lve persons 
who composed the jury, ten have signed a petition for his pardon, which will no 
doubt be granted, if the Cour de Cassation does not order a new trial to take 
place. But’ pardon does not restore his civil rights, and the wreck of this 
brillant lad’s career will be the more painful in’ that it was one of his first 
objects to provide for his father, who is a poor workman aud who has suffered 
keenly on account of his hapless son. JS,

During the past week the name of Sir Charles Warren 
has loomed large in the public eye in connection with 
the crossing of the Tugela.

He says that he finds that 
those who spent so much of ‘their time crying, ‘‘: bas les Juifs,” seem 
incapable of crying anything else, and apparently this lack of originality has 
sadly disgusted him. Next, it has dawned upcn him that the Jewish ques- 


tion, after all, really does oceapy too much of the attention which should be 


given to matters of greater importance to the affairs of Algeria—a practical 
admission of the stupendous exaggerations of which the ‘‘ Jewish Peril” was 
composed. Lastly. and most interesting of all, he has made the belated 
discovery—known even to every superficial observer long, long ago—that 
anti:Semitism is hand in glove with, if not mostly the cloak fos 
anti-Republican agitation and that * « bas les Jaifs” really means ‘: bas la 
“Republique.” Some people might have been disposed to think that the love 
of being on the winning side bas also had something to do with this gentle- 
man’s tardy conversion and that like a certain rodent he is merely scampering 
away from a sinking vessel. But we are willing to believe the best. -Jews are 
peaceful people who like to be left alone. \What the particular motives are 
which lead their enemies to cease from troubling, are only of minor interest. 
The passing of the Algerian storm is a matter for sincere thankfulness.

Some months ago, according to 
a contemporary, the well-known Bonajartist, M. Carne» D’Ornano, 
was compelled through an accident to abandon the editorship of the Petit 
Cuporal, the official organ of his party. To his editorial chair there suc- 
ceeded tem} rarily M. Lasies. ‘The latter is a fiery young gentleman, with a 
dee} anti-Semitic bias, so deep indeed, that Prince Victor promptly informed 
him that either he must abandon his anti-Semitism or go. M. Lasies has 
gone. The Prince's action is, of course, no surprise. As we are reminded, he 


has more than once declared his abhorrence of religious persecution, and his 


adhesion to a policy of equal justice for all creeds, but this emphatic 
re-iteration of his principles at the present moment is significant as well as 
welcome. The general improvement, in fact, which has taken place in the situa- 
tion of the lrench Jews is marred but by one incident. This 1s the 
conviction of a Jewish lad for taking part in the sacking by the Anarchists of 
a Church in Paris last year. This boy—Benhaim by name—is a brilliant 
and inoffensive scholar from Algeria, and was pursuing his studies at the 
capital when the Anarchist outbreak occurred. The absurdity of impli- 
cating him because he happened to be passing by at the 
time was emphasised by the testimony of all who knew him to the effect 
that nobody was more incapable of the offence attributed tou him. Yet the 
Attorney-General called for the severest punishment on the ground that 
Benhaim was a Jew, with the result that the unfortunate lad was heavily 
punished. ‘The miscarriage of justice is so flagrant and terrible that ten of 
the jurymen have petitioned for the boy’s pardon, and we may have cause 
once more to exclaim: ‘ Thank God for a Cour de Cassation,”

26,019 between 14 and 45, and 2.409 
were 45 and over, It 13 Stated that 127 could read but not write, and 5.637 c uld 
neither read nor write. These last figures are somewhat startling, but the inability 
to read and write cannot possibly refer to Hebrew and Yiddish, but to 
modern non-Hebrew scripts. ‘Lhe provenance of these immigrants is as follows : 
Austria-Hungary, 1001; Belgium, 4: Denmark, 2: France, Germany. 405; 
Italy, 1; Netherlands, 8 ; Roumanpia, 1,343; Russia. 24.275; Servia, 1; Switzer- 
land, 4: Turkey in Europe, 24; Turkey in Asia, 57: United Kingdom, 174:

There is a movement on foot at Philadelphia to build a general heady tiarters 
for the various Jewish relivious and charitable organisations. The plan is to 
put up a building at the cost of 100,000 dols. to 150 000 dols,, which shall be under 
the control of the Jewish Publication Society, and in which office and meeting 
rooms shall be let out to the other Societies and orzanisations. The Methodists, 
Baptists, and other religious denominations have such buildings in nearly all our 
larger cities. There can be no doubt of the wisdom of such a course. There 
are so many individual socicties, each paying high rental for rooms and offices, 
that it would subserve a practical ecouomy to group them all in one or two 
buildings. A commencement has, also, been made in New York. The Kduca- 
tional Alliance building, in Kast Broadway, provides room for the Aguilar Free 
Library and for a large number of literary and social clubs, which, perhaps, 
could not exist if forced to look elsewhere for meeting rooms, The new 
Hebrew Charities Building, put up last year by Mr. Loeb, has made special 
provisions for offices, and has also a beautiful hall for pubic meetings and 
addresses. It is sincerely to be hoped that the societies will avail themselves of 
the privilege offered them, and thus cut down the expenses of organisation, 
which are such a frightful drain upon their resources. 

Christmas Celebrations. 

Asis usually the case at this season of the year, the question as to the pro- 
priety of Jews observing the Christmas celebration has come up again. — From 
two of the most advanced Reform pulpits we have been favoured with 
diametrically opposing views. The Rev, Dr. Krauskopf. of Philadelphia, sees 
nothing wrong in the observing of Christmas by Jews together with their 
Christian fellow-citizens. He even advises his congregation to observe it, 
pointing out that in its origin Christmas was a heathen festival, and that we can 
well afford “ to bring the added joy to the Jewish life and home,” without bein 
one whit the less good Jews. In order not to be misunderstood, 
Dr. Krauskopf distinctly adds: “If any Jew recognizes in the Christmas tree 
a Christological symbol and the day a Christian holiday, it is wrong for him to 
participate in the Christmas festivities or to set up a Christmas tree, but if 
observed as a universal Volksfest without the slightest reference to Christianity,

Krauskopf has seriously considered the logical outcome of 
the position which he holds. I suppose that nearly all our ceremonies and 
observances, if followed back historically, will lead us to one kind of Volksfest or 
another. In every observance, whether national or religious, there is a foundation 
which may appeal to every man, whether or not he belong to that nation or that 
religion. They are merely the expression of human needs, but they are 
expressed in different ways. -And it is this different expression which divides 
off nation from nation, religion from religion. If it is right for us to discard 
the peculiarly Christian character of Christmas, and observe its purel human 
side. we could do the same with all and every other observance of v — 
and Mohammedan systems. Are we really asking so much of our children, when 
we tell them to look ov, sympathetically, while others around them rejoice, 
while they themselves have no Christmas tree and receive no Christmas newest ¢ 
In former times the Jewish faith and Jewish parents asked a good ae more 0 
their children, And it is not recorded that J ewish children complained.

always accustomed to hear such a conservative note struck 


in the great city of the West. And it is not the only note of this kind which 


Dr. Hirsch has lately struck. Ina recent editorial published in his paper, the 
Hesorm Advocate, Dr. Hirsch writes in his most torcible manner upon the 
degeneration of the music in the Reform Temples. Not only Church music but 
operatic music also has found its way into our choirs; a natural result of non- 
Jewish choir-masters and woefully ignorant choir-committees. Avd in regard to 
Church music the Doctor says, * Most of it is of a decidedly non-Jewish, not to 
say anti-Jewish, character. Judaism isa religion of joy The appeal of 
Judaism was never for salvation, and mercy andgrace. This key is the dominant 


one of the Church. Judaism is a hymn of praise, an anthem of thankfulness.” 


This is all very true; and it is to be hoped that the words from Chicago will 
meet the eye of those who have charze of the music in our Temples. The 
trouble, perhaps, lies deeper. In many of our modern places of worship, prayer 
and worship have had to give way to singing and preaching, Where the inspi- 
ration does not come from within, it must be forcibly injected from without. 
The s-nses of hearing and of sight are cultivated at the expense of devotion. 
There will be little remedy until we shall have come back to the old-fashioned 
idea that the attendant at the service must bring with him as much as he hopes 
to take away. I[ cannot refrain from adding a sentence which appears at the 
end of the editorial: ‘ Why. wat is the Rabbi, but a performer himself?” He 
too, must entertain; bis lectures’ must be “ enjoyable.’ I have no malicjous 
intent in adding this sentence ; I. therefore, refrain from commenting upon it. 


A Hebrew Institute tor Brooklyn. 


The Jewish population of New York is so overwhelminuly large that we 
are apt to forget that there arc cities at its very door which also contain large 
numbers of our people. Brooklyn is now a part of greater New York ; but it 
is practically a city for itself. It has a Ghetto of at least forty or fifty thousand 
inhabitants, and one of its suburbs, Brownsville. is practically a Jewish settle- 
ment. Noone seems to have cared for these Jews of Brooklyn up till now. 
Happily, a beginning is being made. A Hebrew Institute building. similar to 
the one in New York, is to be erected in Brownsville itself, at the instance and 
through the generosity of one of Brooklyn's prominent Jewish citizens, Mr. 
Abrams. ‘There 1s no doubt that it will do as good work as the mother 
institution is doing in New York itself. : 


National Jewish Hospital for Consumptives. 


(¥n December 10th, the National Jewish Hospital for Consumptives was 
formally opened in Denver, Colorado. The hospital has had a somewhat 
checkered career. It was finished some five or six years ayo, but there was not 
sufficient money in the hands of those who had built it to open its doors. The 


Bene Berith Order has now taken upon itself the task of providing the funds 


necessary for its maintenance. The splendid climate of Denver makes its 
location especially appropriate in that city ; but the money for its maintenance 
ought to come from the west and south-west. The Montefiore Home for 


Incurables has a country place not far from this city, which it is now enlarging 


and which it uses for similar purposes.

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THE ALLEGED RITUAL MURDER. 


FROM CORRESPONDENT,

_ The Bohemian Jews are beginning to see the advantage of not remaining 
silent under charges that have been brought against them by their enemies. 
For the first time a great public meeting of Jews was held last week in Prague 
without German and Czech Jews being in antagonism to each other, as used 
formerly to be the case. The object of the meeting was to protest against the 
calumnies brought forward in the Bohemian Diet by Dr. Baxa. German and 
Czech Jews were united in their determination to work together for the purpose 
of combating the accusations which are becoming too notoriously frequent. 
The meeting also served asa protest against the secrecy with which the so-called 
leaders of the Jews have set to work, We have nothing to fear from publicity. 
On the contrary, publicity can do us nothing but good. When the recent 
trumped-up charge of a “ ritual murder” at Nachod becanie known, the Jewish 
papers promptly published the details to the discomfiture of the anti-Semitic 
agitators and newspapers, who were accustomed to assert that the silence of the 
‘Jews was attributable to a desire to conceal something grave from the people. 
The hostile press was obliged in the present instance to be sparing in its false- 
hoods, and thus the Jews were saved from some of the worst calumnies. How 
charges are fabricated may be gathered from the following fact. Herr Kohn, 
the employer of the girl at Nachod, who had disappeared, was threatened by a 
Christian named Scjp, that if—he (Kohn) did not: hand over. a certain 
sum of money Seip would communicate to the aithorities all that he kuew 
about the murder. Kohn refused, and Sejp was as good as his word. Sejp reported 
to the authorities that he had seen Kohn deliver the body of the virl from the 
window to two men. . As the ‘result of this denunciation Kohn was arrested. 
Happily the discovery of the body in a river without any sign of violence 
having been committed completely upset the theory of a murder, and after the 
post-mortem: examination Herr Kohn was liberated. His traducer on the other 
hand was arrested. 

While the Nachod affair failed to bring capital to the anti-Nemutes. they are 
still reaping advantage from the Polna atiair. lrofessor Masaryk. whose trial 
is to take place shortly. will be defended by Advocate Korner. who is a‘ Social 
Democrat, as no Czech lawyer could.» be found to. act on his_ behalf. 
Whatever be the result of the trial the l’rofessor is already heavily punished. 
Your readers will remember that he was directed to suspend his lectures in 
order to prevent anti-Jewish demonstrations by the Czech students. The 
lectures were to be resumed after the new year. but the governing body of the 
University have decided to vive Professor Masaryk leave of absence for the 
whole quarter. Polhce Commissary Ehrlich, of the Jewish Community in 
Holleschau, has fared better, On the occasion of the excesses there, he was 
charged with having shot at a wirl. He was arrested, and only released after 
a considerable time on heavy bail. Evidence has however been forthcoming, 
which coiipletely e,onerates Herr Ehrlich, who has been honorably acquitted by 
the Criminal Court after months of anxiety. 

The Deputy Schneider, who had been elected on the Austrian Delegation, 
found an opportunity to make a violent speech against the Jews in this high 
Parliamentary body. I spare your readers the infliction of readine even a 
summary of the speech: they can only profit by their ignorance.

Palestine. 


ZIONIST VIEWS ON THE TRANSFER, 
FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. 
VIENNA, 1470 JANUARY. 

Considerable sensation has been caused in Zionist circles in Vienna 
by the news that the Jewish Colonisation Association has taken over 
Baron Edmond de Rothschild’s Colonies in Palestine. The Actions’ Com- 
mittee has not yet taken any official cognisance of this significant step 
and it is doubtful whether it will do more than merely register 
the occurrence. Zionists at Vienna have, however, hailed the change 
with satisfaction. For them the important point consists in the circumstance 
that the existing colonies will be no longer controlled by an individual, but by a 
legally recognised corporation. ‘The reasons which Baron Edmond has given 
for the transfer are therefore accepted and welcomed without reservation, 
Hopes are entertained of a complete change in the administration of the 
colonies, and it is hoped that a strone management will make it possible not 


only for the colonies to succeed, but also for the colonists to become independent 


and to gain their living without any outside help. 

While, as I have already stated, the action of Baron de Roffischild and the 
Jewish Colonisation Association is welcomed, without, however, the hope being 
entertained that all the difficulties of the existing colonies will be immediately 
removed, on the other hand, the attitude of the representative of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the other English members of the Council of the 
Jewish Colonisation Association 1s severely criticised. Considerable surprise 
has been expressed here at the reasons which prompted these gentlemen to 
dissent from the majority of their colleagues. leople say that they «ould have 
understood their position if it had been based on the hopelessness of better 
prospects for the colonies, or if they could have produced statistical data to show 
the fallacy of the colonisation system hitherto practised. But this was not the 


case, for these gentlemen stated that their objection was due to the belief that the 


transfer might be of advantave tothe Zionist movement, ard should therefore be 
opposed on this ground. To this form -of argument on the part of their 
opponents Vienna Zionists are not unaccustomed. But coming asit did from 
the Anglo-Jewish Association it has deeply moved them, The Zionists take 
their standpoint on the principle that it isa matter of indifference from which 
quarter any good is done for Judaisin, so lony as this good is accomplished, 
If a transfer were desirable, and both the Jewish Colonisation A-xsociation and 
the Anvlo-Jewish Association have accepted this view, then it is altogether 
irrelevant whether any particular party 1s benefited thereby, 
difficult to understand, 

If the advantave which Judaism will derive should imdirectly assist the 
Zionist movement, then the necessity of this movement has heen undemably 
admitted. 
tion should take up an attitude of opposition to the Zionist movement it will 
place itself in a position which may have unpleasant results for that Society. 
It is possible that the manavement of the Zionist movement may lead to some 
favourable result, perhaps in the direction of the possibility of the expan- 
sion of the colonies in Palestine. In what an unpleasant position would 
the Anglo-Jewish Association then find itself’ What confidence 
could Judaism place in the perspicuity of its leaders if it is led by views 
ad absurdum,. On this account the reason for the opposition of the representative 
of the Anglo-Jewish Associstion 1s much to be regretted. 
correct theassertion that the Zionist movement has done injury to the Jews in 
Russia and Galicia. As I cannnot believe that this assertion was prompted by ill- 
will I can only revret that the representative of the Anglo-Jewish 
Association has better sources of information prevent his 
coming, to such a conclusion. The opposite is actually the case. In 
Galicia, in particular, the dédc/e would have occurred had it not been for the 
Zionist movement, and in Russia the situation also is not very different. It 
would be easy for the Anglo-Jewish Association to correct this error if they 
would allow themselves to be informed by trustworthy persons. My informa- 
tion reaches me from well-known persons in /ood social position and is altogether 
contrary to what was stated at the meeting of the Council of t nglo-J ewish 
Association. All true friends of the Jewish people hope for harmonious 
working of all great corporations, ever if they only labow: for a section of the 
Jews, and it would be a pity if the Anglo-Jewish Association took up a 
separate and antagonistic attitude. Its latest decision shows that it is also 
prepared to take its share in united action, W,

The Jewess comes \ ery near to my notion of a model woman, and if I do not say enough in 
her praise it is because I lack the ability, not the will. 


I do not know who “ Boondi”’ is, but he must be a liberal-miaded man, who not 
only has the courage of his opinions, but must certainly feel pretty sure that bis 
views will be well received. It is a very long article, and is evidently prompted 
by one lately written by Mark Twain. 


I will not give you any further extracts from this, which 1s full of the 
‘Same happy expressions, as in the cutting Tsend you. It concludes with several 
well-worn Jewish yarns.

Russian Items.

[FROM A CORRESPONDENT, | 


The latest statistics of Jews serving in the Russian Army once more give 
the denial to thestatements that the Jewish subjects of the Tsar.shirk military 
service. In 1891. the number of Jewish soldiers was [0.31 of every 100 of the 
Jewish population, whilst the non-Jewish percentage was enly 2x64. In 1898, 
the percentage was larger. In order to put matters straight, several of the 
Governors have made representations to the Minister of the Interior who bas 
now decided that the number of soldiers taken shall only be in proportion of the 
+ewish population. 


During the reivn of Alexander III, a ukase was issued prohibiting Jews 
from being employed as l'ax Inspectors. This decree has now been repealed 
by the Senate on the grounds that the Inspectors of the Jewish faith would be 
able to do the work amonyst their co-religionists more efficiently. 


The Jewish Colonization Association bas advanced to the Jewish Colonists 
of Kraswaseli. Government of Tchernigov, 10.000 roubles for the extension o! 
the colony. The sum is to be paid back without intere-t in 50 years, 

Count Dawisch has given 151.000 roubles for founding an Agricultura! 
School. The Count has stipulated as a condition never to be altcred, that the 
school shall be open to all, irrespective of creed, 

The Minister of Imperial Domains has at last granted the extension of 
territory so urgeatly required by the Jewish Colonists of Cherson. 


The Jewish Historical Society of Russia in St. Petersburg has just issuc (| 
the first volume of the extensive “ History of Russian Jews ' (in the Russian 
language) whichit is publishing. In honour of the event a banquet, attended by 
many Jewish notabilities, was given last week. | 

From reports to hand it appears that the War with the Transvaal has had a 
disastrous effect upon Russian Jews. 

As is well known, large numbers of Jews emigrate to Africa with a view of 
seeking a fortune, the families who are left behind depend for their means of 
subsistence upon the husband or son far away. Those able returned before 
hostilities broke out, but the others remaining have ceased sending money and 
a great many are working without anything at all, The distress in the smaller 
towns of Russia and Poland 1s consequently very great. 


The Senate has refused to graut the request of hundreds of Jews to settle 
in the Caucasus. 


The Physiological Institute, in connection with the University of Odessa, 
has been closed to Jewish Graduates by order of the Minister of Education. 
Any medical man of the Jewish persuasion desirous of continuing his researches 
must first enrol himself as a student: but his admittance 1s dependant upon 
the number of Jewish students already visiting the University. 


The Chief Director of Prisons has informed the Governor of Lublin that 
Jewish convicts are no longer to be sent to the penal settlement of Sachalin, 
but are to be transported to Siberia. 


The authorities of the Nieff University have decided that only such 
students wishing to become chemists who have the right to live in the city will 
be admitted to the University. As this decision is against the law of January 
6, Is79, the Senate has been appealed to. 


The Woschod. the principal Russo-Jewish paper, has changed proprictor- 
ship. The paper has been acquired by a company of well-known Jewish 
gentlemen. Herr Sirkio, the renowned journalist, has succeeded Herr Landan, 
the former proprietor, in the editorship. 


A typical case of Russian justice is being reported from Novo-Krainko. 
After the Nikolaieff riots, the Jews of the first-mentioned town appealed to the 
Governor for better police protection, as they feared anti-Jewish excesses 
might break out. The Governor, however, refused the request, and the 
Procurator of the district has instituted criminal proceedings against all Jews 
who signed the petition, on the ground of disseminating false news. | 

The police authorities of St. Petersburg have issued instructions to the 
Mohelim, calling upon them to be very careful whilst performing the 
operation. 


West LONDON JEWISH LITERARY AND URAMATIC SOCIETY.—This Society 
gave their fist Ladies Bohemian Concert, on Sunday evening last.

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Jewish Religious Education Board. 


— 


A Meeting of the Jewish Religious Education Board was held on Wednesday 
evening, at the Central Synagogue Chambers, Charlotte Street, Portland Place. 
There were present :—

Proposal to establish a Hebrew Education Board. P , 

At the invitation of the Board Mr, Henry Davis, of Birmingham, attended 
the Meeting for the purpose of explaining his sugvestion for the foundation 
of a Hebrew Education Board. 

Mr. Henry Davis said he did not approach the Board with a detailed plan 
by which his suggestion could be carried into effect, but rather with the object 
of emphasizing the urgent need for some measures to be adopted to improve 
the instruction in Hebrew given at the present time to Jewish children. 
In his opinion no instruction in Scripture and the Jewish religion could be 
efficient unless it was based on a thoroughly adequate knowledge of the Hebrew 
language, and it was impossible to give that tuition whilst the present practice 
existed in schools of giving a superficial lesson in each of the subjects com- 
prised in the syllabus. His opinion ‘on the subject had been formed as the 
result of his own experience. In his youth he had received the usual religious 
iastruction, with the result that uow he was in the habit of praying in a 
language which he did not understand. He acknowledged that he had often 
debated with himself whether he should continue in that fashion or discontinue 
saying his prayers altogether. It was with the desire to save the future genera- 
tion from being similarly circumstanced that he had suggested the formation of 
a central Board to regulate the religious instruction of Jewish children, because 
he believed that 1t would be quite possible within the limits of time already set 
apart in school for such tuition for an efficient knowledge of Hebrew to be 
instilled into the children. The present method of selecting certain passages 
in the Prayer Book and teaching the children to read and translate them 
mechanically, but neglecting the remainder, was, in his opinion, an entirely 
worthless training. 

Mr. Henxy Lee vs thanked Mr. Davis for his suggestion, and ex pressed 
sympathy with his ohject. There could be no doutt that Jewish children were 
deficient in their knowledge of Hebrew, but there was some dithiculty in render- 
ing that knowledge as adequate as 1t should be. 
Davis was a very wide one, which the Board would consider, 


The Crier River mentioned that there was a syllabus of instruction, 
called the Chief Rabbi's Code, which was the outcome of aconference held a 
few years ago between the hea masters and managers of virtous Jewish schools 
and the examiners. The syllabus carefully laid down the amount of time that 
could be devoted to the various subjects comprised in Hebrew and Religious 
Instruction. No Jewish religious training could be efhcirent which was limited 
merely toa knowledge of Hebrew to the nevlect of the religious and ethical 
aspects of Judaism, 


The Rev. R. Harris said that the time devoted to relivious instruction was not 
divided, as Mr. Davis seemed to imagine, into sections of a quarter of an hour. 
Very frequently the whole time allotted to religious tuition was occupied by 
one subject. 


The Rev. S. SINGER reminded Mr, Davis that, as le could not understand 
his prayers in Hebrew, the Almighty was a good linguist and understood 
English. 


Mr. Israci. AURAHAMS said that it would be absolutely impossible for 
children to understand’ some of the difficult passages in the Prayer Book, 
unless they Were taught by rote as at present. 


Mr. Cuaupe G. Montreriore reminded Mr. Davis that in schools where 
Latin was taught every day, the pupil, after years of study, was able only to 
acquire a meagre knowledge of the language. 

Mr. Morris Harris said that there was an alternative other than that 
suggested by the Rev. S. Singer, which could be adopted by those to whom 
Hebrew prayer was unintelligible: It was the duty of such a person to devote 
himself to acquiring a knowledge of Hebrew. ‘ 


Mr. Henry Davis sald he was aware of that alternative, as well as of that 
sugvested by the Rev. S. Singer. He had however decided to continue his 
present practice of praying in the Hebrew languaye so long as the Chief Rabbi 
did not abolish its use in the Synagogue. He was surprised that it should be 
suggested that a Jew should pray in any language other than Hebrew, 


The Rev. S. Singer said that if the opinion of the Chief Rabbi or any other 
Rabbi was sought,,he was convinced that he would advise Jews who were in the 
habit of saying their prayers ina language they did not understand to abandon 
the practice, and adopt the language with which they were familiar, 


The Chairman said that although the subject would probably receive 
further consideration by the Board, it would not he possible for them to intro- 
duce any alteration in the methods in vogue at denominational schools, because 
the Board controlled the religious instruction to Jewish children in Board 


The matter was then referred to the Executive Committee for further 


consideration and report. 


The meeting then proceeded to consider administrative matters concerning 
various Religious Classes in Board Schools, and other matters,

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BOOKS AND BOOKMEN. 


‘' The Book of the Year.”’ 

This isa new Hebrew Annual, “ Sefer Hashana,” from Warsaw, one of the 
chief centres of the present revival in Hebrew literature. The )retty 
“ Achiasaf ” series of old Hebrew classics, also begun in Warsaw, seems not to 
have met much popular favour: at all events the volumes do not follow one 
another in the rapid succession which once brought delight to students. If, 
however, the older books no longer attract, there can be no lack of demand for 
the newer Hebrew. There are distinguishing features in this latest of Hebrew 
Annuals. it differs from the others first of all in size, for it is a rather stately 
quarto instead of the usual octavo. It resembles the rest in being made up in 
unsewn sheets which flutter about one as the reading proceeds. It differs again 
in its date. Hebrew Annuals naturally have a way of appearing in the early 
autumn, but Mr. N. Sokolow has chosen January as his starting point. This 
is a welcome variation, There are also some differences in contents. The 
larger size has encourage! the writers to be less scrappy than is common 
in the Annuals; there is more completeness in some of the articles. 
The poems in particular are more ambitious and lenythy. ‘There is a 
good deal of science here, some of the latest discoveries being fully discussed 
with much technical skill. Hebrew, in good hands, is evidently capable of 
responding, to all reasonable demands on it. The volume is very varied in con- 
tents ; it will afford many hours’ delight to the scholar, and also to the lover of 
light literature. Itis well up todate. There is thus a useful appendix (but 
why has this an independént pagination ?) on the latest changes in the Russian 
Commervial Code, anda capital paper on wireless telegraphy. Our Russian 


brethren, whose literary language ought daily to become more and more Hebrew, are’ 


evidently well kept to the fore in the progress of events. On the whole, a finer 
collection of good articles, scientific, historical, eritical, practical, poetical, and 
literary. it would be hard to conceive, It is beautifully printed, and, but for its 
unsewn sheets, would be pleasant to handle. The volume has some good 
obituanies of Jewish notables who died during 18. Here, too, some catholicity 
of taste is displayed. There are also several portraits.

N.S. Raschkowski has written a number of character sketches of noted 
Russiin Jews of the present or recent times, and he has issued the first instal- 
ment of the series (Odessa, Metsch). From the -Al/lgememe Zestung 1 gather

nately written Russian.—Professor E. Konig thus sums up his) view 
as to the Cairene Ben Nira in the new number of the Evposstary 
Tines: © That the original Hebrew form of the sayings of Ben Sira 


underwent change in the matter of spelling and even in some individual points 
besides is possible, and thug far it is possible that the newly discovered 
Hebrew texts possess only a relative originality. Bat that these texts were 
composed with the ancient versions for their basis is impossible, for a whole 
series of passages in the Hebrew cannot have been derived from these. 
Consequently the vicw that the Hebrew is a translation is to be rejected.” It

A Twentleth Century Forecast. 

Although according to the prevalent opinion we are a year too early in 
noticing “Unity and Variety in Religion,a Twenticth Century Forecast, by 
Wilfred Viner (Williams and Norgate), we venture to say of this little volume 
that its author advances nothing to justify his complete omission of Judaism 
from his genealogical tree of creeds. Apparently he considers Judaism sufti- 
ciently represented by its variety of daughter-faiths called Christianity, and 
though we are far from agrecing in this view, we accept as a mitigation of the error 
the following quotation from Mr, Claude Montefiore, which he circulates in an 
appendix :— 

In their fundamental essentials the religions of liberal thinkers and of good men, of 
every creed are gradually approximating more nearly to one another, even though this 
approximation is often unperceived by themselves, And the result, we may make bold 
to say, seems all in the direc‘ion of a universalised Jadaism, under whatever name it may 
be called. Tae most intimate’ relation between religion on the one hand and morality 


and.truth on the other/the worship of one God, who is Himself the source of goodness 
andtruth. .. 


The new religion offered at the tempting price of one shilling by the author 


‘of the pamphlet before us, substantially resembles that deseribed by Mr. 


Montetiore as now becoming the common possession of civilised men. Let us 
hope they are both right, and that conversion will be rapid in Aus 
Roumania, Russia, Rome and France. 

London Fairy Tales.’ 


“London Fairy Tales, written and decorated by Arthur W. Lewis, and 
published for three shillings net by Leonard Smithers, Bond Street, 1s a strange. 
apparently inconsequent, and yet artistic, if somewhat uncanny mass of litera- 
tureand silhouette. ‘he author has felt the mystery of London. ‘ A thirst for 
colour, at times when the streets are grey and shortened by a closing mist, into 
which the brightly painted omnibuses soon retreat, and. become only moving 
shadows; wanderers in the streets, whose faces show the sallow passion of the 
South, and who sell ice-creams to little red-cheeked boys: the unreasoning 


emotions of the Salvation Army meetings: the docks and the ships, and the 


processions of men who tnload them ; starvation; the awakening of a great 
machine, when its wheels and belts, and bars return to their noisy. 
monotonous life : red hot gleaming metal poured into moulds in the dark, dusty 
workshop,” all are picturesquely or humorously described, but not for babes and 
sucklings as the title. l'airy Tales, would seem to suggest. Mr. Lewis‘is well 
read in Jewish history, and a wandering Jew gives in his pages a graphic 
account of the sufferings of his people, while elsewhere a_ vivid 
description of Seder Night is afforded. A clearly-defined moral purpose 
must not, indeed, be expected from the tohy bohu of his quaintly interrupted 
storics. Who seeks for such lesson may be answered in his own words: “| have 
sometimes read books which seemed to say on every page, ‘If you will read a 
little further you will find something very important.’ And, finally, I fancied 
it must be written after the last word.’ It will not do, as Mr. Zanywill said, to 
quarrel with the book |ecause it is not some other book. It is the work of a 
new humourist in pen and pencil who is well worthy of consideration, |

It was suggested that artists generally, instead of giving sums 
of money to the various collections, should help by an offering in kind, i.c., 
a picture or piece of sculpture, to be sold for the benefit of the War Fund, 
and the idea has been most favourably received. There was a wild rumour 
that some thousands of pictures sent in in this way would be first exhibited 
and then sold, to the detriment of artists generally with wares to vend. 
This, however, was a palpable exaggeration and, instead, under a Committee 
formed of noted artists, a strictly hmited number of valuable pictures have 
been presented, which, as already stated, will first be on view at the 


Guildhall after the Marchioness of Lorne, supported by the Lord 
Mayor, attended by the Sheriffs of the City of London, has 
performed the inaugural ceremony. From the Guildhall the works 


of art will be removed to Messrs. Christie, Manson \° Woods, and after being 
on exhibition there for a week, will be disposed of in a two days’ sale. As in 
many other efforts to gather money for the War Fund there bave been generous 
offers of help from all sides. Messrs. Christie. Manson & Woods give their 
services entirely free, the Corporation of London meets the expenses 
at the Guildhall, the Catalogue is the gift of Messrs. Clowes « Sons, whilst 
the workmen of Messrs, Dicksee « Co., the agents and carriers, have volunteered 
towards overtime for the exhibition, without payment. (

is patron of the fund, has presented two of the rarest etchinys from her hand, 
and one by the Prince Consort. 


Hebrew Melody.—A meeting of the (ity Jewish Social and Literary 
Society was held last Sunday evening, when the Rev. F. L. Cohen delivered a 
lecture on ‘‘ Hebrew Melody,” the Rev. S. Levy, B.A;:, in the chair. Mr. Cohen 
dealt with the more ancient and characteristically Oriental forms of Hebrew 
Meloay, which he discussed in the order of their antiquity. Having 
explained the reasons for the ditference between melodies in their various 
“modes,” he spoke of the “ cantillation’ or speech-song for which the Hebrew 
accents were the notation.’ He formulated a principle which underlay the 
“prayer motives” or snatches of melody which constituted the manver of 
reciting the prayers, known as “Chazonuth.’ Mr. Cohen also dealt with the 
intricate and logical system underlying the construction of the traditional 
recitation, and gave some biographical details of “ Maharil,’ the great htur- 
gist of Mayence, to: whom the final elaboration of the system was attributed. 
The illustrations to the lecture were most tastefully sung by Mrs. Cohen, 
and were reccived with the warmest applause. an illustration of the 
emotional element in synagogue recitatron being especially keenly appre- 
ciated.

At a meeting of the Manchester Shecheta Board, Mr. I. Goodman, Presi- 
dent, in the chair, the Report and Balance Sheet for the past year were 
unanimously adopted. The President stated he was pleased to note that peace 
and harmony reigned in the community, and if this satisfactory state of affairs 
continued their prospects for the future were bright and favourable, and they 
hoped a Communal! Board such as theirs would be the means of carrying out 
important undertakings for the welfare of their coreligionists. The eighth 
annual report states — | 

The Board has passed through the most satisfactory year since its establishment. 
There has been a large increase in income vf about £400, and although the expenditure 
has been exceptionally heavy the Board paid the Jewish Board of Guardians £200 and 
the Burial Board £125 (for 32 free and 35 partly free funerals), whi-e in 1598 toe sums 
respectively were only £100 and £10. During the past six months there has been a 
remarkable increase in the poultry revenue owing to tne activity of the Board with the 
assistance of the rev. Supervisors io crushing the opposition. In consequence of such 
increase and in order to cope with the extra work of satisfactorily acceding to the require- 
ments of the p ultry dealers, it was found necessary to engage two Shochetim who were 
previously in opposition to tne Board and injuring ite finances from t'.is source uf revenue. 
During the year the Hoard engaxged the services of the Rev. M Dagutsky as an 
additional Supervisor. For several reas ns the Board deemed it advisable to discontinue 
the system y which the Liverpool Board of Shecheta performed the work required by 
the Manchester butchers at Birkenhead, and the Board has for several months past sent 
over its own Shocaoetim there to do the necessary work. The Board has at length been 
succes:fal in obtaining an office fur the accommodation of its Shuchetim at the Manchester 
Abattoir. During the High Festivals the Board this year had Derby Hall placed at its 
dispusal througo the courtesy of the Committee of the Manchester Jewish Working 
Men's Club for a temporary synagogue for the poor. The Board is gratified to nute that 
its appeal for support has been curdially extended, and the Board at the present time is 
recelving the active co-operation of every one of its Constituent Synagogues. The 
statistics of animals and pouitry killed under the authority of the Manchester Shecheta 
Boardat Manche-ter, Boulton and Birkenhead, are: Beaste, 3,916; sheep and lambs, 
2,357 ; calves, 842; heads of poultry, 87,954 Inevery department there was a considerable 
increase.
